Hear Dr. Beebe 


P.ycholoai.t Give. Talk 
at Luncheon Meeting 


Dr. Edgar V. Beebe, head of the 
department of psychology at the 
New Paltz Normal School, held 
the interested attention 
of 
the 
members 
of 
Kingston 
Kiwanis 
Club at 
its 
noonday 
luncheon 
meeting at the Governor Clinton 
Hotel Thursday, as he discussed 
the psychology' of healthy living. 
Dr. Beebe analyzed some of th* 
psychology back of the actions of 
children, and also discussed some 
of the difficulties encountered in 
family life, their cause and the in­ 
dicated remedy. 
The child was seen as learning 
traits of fair play. courtesy and 
the like during 
his 
informative 
years through observance of the 
conduct of his elders. 
Saying that a “good personal­ 
ity 
was the result of a proper 
balancing of the forces of selfish­ 
ness and unselfishness, the speak­ 
er told of the results of a survey 
made by Prof. Henry C. Link of 
two groups of children—one lot 
having a good personality and the 
others not so pleasing. 
He said that the survey showed 
that those who had a good person­ 
ality were inclined to be fond of 
physical effort, 
games, 
contests 
and outdoor life, where they could 
meet and overcome physical diffi­ 
culties; they enjoyed social inter­ 
course and were not of the "lone 
wolf 
type, they were inclined to 
accept responsibilities—played in 
the school orchestra, were on the 
team, took part in 4-H Club ac­ 
tivities, were active in the Boy 
Scouts or the Girl Scouts, took 
nart in church activities, and the 
like. 
The other group, Dr Beebe said. 
were found to be often "tired," 
indicating that 
physically 
they 
might be under par; they couldn't 
do this, or that; they gave up, 
sulked, scowled, interrupted, criti­ 
cized ami were found to be often 
among the class known 
as 
the 
“gimme" children. 
On the question of parental re­ 
sponsibility for 
their 
children 
Dr. Beebe laid stress on what he 
referred to as 
"the 
release"— 
meaning the gradual shifting of 
responsibility from the parent to 
the child. The child, as he grows 
older, should more and more be 
Riven an opportunity to exercise 
responsibility, it was brought out; 
be should not be 
kept 
forever 
tied 
to 
his 
mother's 
apron 
strings, 
with the result that he 
never "grows 
up." 
There 
was 
found to be a difference among 
children in this respect, some be­ 
ing able to accept responsibility 
earlier than others 
Touching on some of the prob­ 
lems of adult life, Dr. Beebe found 
that m arital difficulties did not so 
much trace back to bad character, 
"bad blood" etc., as to lack of ad­ 
justment, as husband 
and 
wife 
may have had different 
motives 
for m arrying and both have cer­ 
tain habits, some of 
which 
are 
likely to conflict. 
Thus, said he, 
the man may be tired of "eating 
around." while the wife seeks m ar­ 
riage as an escape 
from 
office 
drudgery; the husband has visions 
of a home and family, while the 
wife looks forward 
to 
having a 
home that she can decorate; the 
husband is thrifty, but the wife 
is more interested in permanents, 
the husband is fond of camping 
and outdoor life, the wife’s idea of 
happiness is a tea room; the hus­ 
band likes nothing more than get­ 
ting on his old clothes and work­ 
ing around the yard or garden, the 
wife inclinesc to formal dinners. 
Despite 
all 
these 
apparent 
handicaps, Dr. Beebe declared that 
there is a "tremendous amount of 
love, constancy and devotion found 
in American life.” and he found it 
most encouraging. 
"Nothing can 
be worse than having husband and 
wife opposed to each other,” he 
said. 
In closing he brought out that 
the difficulties of life should be 
welcomed as opportunities to be 
enjoyed, as obstacles are met and 
overcome.

The aggressive imperialists, represented 
mainly by the Gormans and Japanese, have 
undertaken to set up a big system of absolute 
government and slave labor by which they 
could dominate and exploit tin' world. From 
a mere business standpoint it might look like 
a brilliant plan. There would be two m aster 
races, one western and one eastern, and the 
other races would work for them. But the 
promoters of this slick scheme may turn out 
to tx? two or three centuries behind the 
times. 
Germany and Japan were obviously influ­ 
enced by the British Empire, as a great m od­ 
ern system of |xjwer and wealth, and set out 
to copy it by breaking it up and taking it 
over. Thus they would divide and rule the 
world. They find it easier to break up than 
they expected, but they iiegin to find that 
taking it over is a different matter.

The British Empire may dissolve, but in its 
place m ay be m any Britains, voluntary fol­ 
lowers of free system s created by Britain and 
America. The very nations struck down by 
what the G erm ans and Japanese queerly call 
a “New Order” and what is really a very old 
order, may rise again to freedom.

We Am ericans are learning many things. 
To appreciate courage, for instance, regard­ 
less of color or breed, such courage as that 
of the savage Igorots of Luzon. 
In a recent battle a Japanese regiment at­ 
tacked a position held by a single Igorot com ­ 
pany. 
Those 
“savages” 
fought 
without 
flinching till every one of them lay dead. 
Then Gen. M acArthur ordered a counter­ 
attack with a tank unit supported by infan­ 
try. The L oops were igorot volunteers who 
wanted to avenge their dead tribesmen. The 
tanks could m ake no headway in the bamboo 
jungle and rough terrain. Then the igorots 
took the situation in hand. 
They climbed to the to p s of the tanks and 
rode there without shelter guiding the m a­ 
chines through m orass and thickets. Every 
Igorot with his left hand signaled to the 
driver in the tank and with his right hand 
kept tiring an automatic pistol, as the unit 
closed in with the enemy. 
“Bataan has seen many wild mornings,” 
says Gen. M acArthur, “but nothing to equal 
this. No quarter was asked or given. Always 
above the din rose the tierce shouts of the 
Igorots as they rode the tanks and tired their 
pistols. No gun. no thicket, only death itself, 
could stop that mad rush. Of all the bloody 
spots on the peninsula it proved to lie the 
bloodiest. 
W hen the attack was over, the 
remnants of the tanks and of the Igorots 
were still there, but the Japanese regiment 
was com pletely annihilated.” 
In a lifetim e of warfare, M acArthur adds, 
that feat of the Igorots riding the tanks was 
the greatest he has ever known. “And when 
you tell that story,” he says, “stand in tribute 
to those gallant m en.”

The predicted rise in value, of 
course, if figured solely on the 
uniform base rate and does not in­ 
clude the premiums dairy farmers 
will collect for butterfat and lo­ 
cation. 
"February 1941 deliveries, valu­ 
ed at the uniform rate of $1.9 9, 
w ere worth SH,1)88,766.67, while the 
estimated deliveries of the New 
York pool this February will yield 
upward* of $11,340,000 at the fore­ 
cast rate of $2.55. The margin of 
gain, it is seen, is somewhat more
